The claimed invention relates to an industrial press safety system or a method of operating such a system. 
The method/apparatus comprises a movable section with a laser device/ light receiver emitting/ receiving a 
plurality of planar beams and a controller adapted to decelerate the movable section from a first speed within a 
deceleration zone said zone defined between a first point at which a fu-st planar beam passes a speed control 
pomt and a second point at which a second planar beam passes the speed control point. This arrangement allows 
the press to operate at higher speeds thereby achieving shorter production times. None of the documents cited in 
the Ihtemational Search Report discloses all these features. Hence the claims are novel and considered to 
involve an inventive step. 
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
